Those Township Officers. 


Some misunderstanding has pre­ 
vailed in this section regarding 
the officers to be elected in town­ 
ships or precincts. 
Here is the straight of it. In 
each precinct— properly called 
municipal township, following the 
Oklahoma law—there are to be 
elected two justices of the peace, 
two constables, a township treas­ 
urer, a township 
assessor or 
trustee and a clerk. This, regard­ 
less of whether there is a town 
in the township. 
Moreover under Oklahoma law 
cities of over 2,500 population 
are classified as cities of the first 
class and are entitled to a dis­ 
tinct township organization—two 
justices, two constables and an 
assessor.

Ordinance No. 128. 
An ordinance safeguarding the cross­ 
ings of the railroad tracks in the city 
of Ada. 
Be it ordained bv the city council of 
the city of Ada, Indian Territory. 
Section I. That on and aft *r the loth 
day of June, 1907, it shall be unlawful 
for any railroad company to propel any 
of its engines, cars or trains across any 
of the hereinafter named street cross­ 
ings within the incorporated limits of 
the said city of Ada, between the hours 
of 6:00 p.m. 'and 6:00 a.m ., without 
first having given the danger signal at 
least three minutes before the said 
train, cars, or engines, shall cross or 
attem pt to cross any ot the hereinafter 
named streets. 
Section 2. 
That the said danger sig­ 
nal shall be given by waving a lantern 
or other light, at the said crossing of 
said streets, for the length of time 
aforesaid. 
That the said street cross­ 
ings at which said signal shall be re­ 
quired to be given shall be on the Mis­ 
souri, Kansas & Texas railroad where 
the same crosses East Main street and 
East Ninth street; ami on the St. Louis 
& San Francisco railroad where the 
same crosses West Main street North 
Townsend avenge and North Broadway 
avenue,’allof the said city of Ada, Indian 
Territory. 
That any engineer, fire­ 
man, conductor 
I . akeman who shall 
run or cause to he run, any train, cars, 
or engines across any of the aforesaid 
street crossings without first having 
given the danger signal above set out, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde­ 
meanor, and upon conviction before the 
mayor shall be fined in any sum not to 
exceed twenty-five dollars. 
Section 3. 
That in lieu of sail! dan­ 
ger signal, the said railroad companies 
shalI have the right and privileges of 
erecting over the said street crossings, 
an arc light, such as is in us** in the 
streets of the city of Ada. over the 
said streets’ crossings. That this ordi­ 
nance shall take effect from and after 
its publication and passage, ami the 
date set out above, to-wit: the 15thday 
of June, A. D. 1907.

Indian as a source of revenue, or to 
the Btate as ft taxable asset. The set- 
tlement und cultivation of this vast j 
area will remain impossible and barren 
( 


of revenue to the Indian and tuxes to [ 
the state until the Federal restrictions J 
are removed so that actual settlers can 
buy home* nnd construct permanent 
citizenship. 


When the restrictions with which tho 


property contributes its just share to- 
wards the support of the government, 
there will be an immediate increase in 
the value of all the property, and the 
settlement and development of our 
country will be rapid. But just so 
long as the Federal government shall 
maintain jurisdiction over our property 
and the present unequal and unjust 
conditions shall prevail, the support of 
county and state governments will be 
burdensome, and homeseekera will con- 
tinue to paas through our section of the 
state bound for other places which do 
not offer BO much in the way of natural 
advantages. 
I favor breaking th« 


shackles which bind the property and 
and citizenship of this country, and 
giving to our people the opportunity to 
develop the splendid natural resources 
which are around us, »nd the making 
of our new state one of the best, 
richest and most prosperous* in the 
Union.

years in Texas, seventeen of which 
were 
spent in Gainesville, 
Cooke 


county, Mr, Hill came to the Indian 
Territory in 1901, and has lived here 
ever since.

Indian as a source of revenue, or to 
the Plate as ft taxable asset. The set- 
tlement and cultivation of this vast 
area will remain impossible and barren 
of revenue to the Indian and taxes to 
the state until the Federal restrictions 
are removed so that actual settlers can 
buy home* and construct permanent 
citizenship. 


When the restrictions with which tho 


property contributes its just share to- 
wards the support of the government, 
there will be an immediate increase in 
the value of all the property, and the 
settlement and development of our 
country will be rapid. But just so 
long as the Federal government shall 
maintain jurisdiction over our property 
and tbe present unequal and unjust 
conditions ahall prevail, the support of 
county and state governments will be 
burdensome, and homeseekers will con- 
tinue to pass through our section of the 
state bound for other placet which do 
not offer so much in the way of natural 
advantages.

shackles which bind the property and 
and citizenship of this country, and 
giving to our people the opportunity to 
develop the splendid natural resources 
which are around us, and the making 
of our new state one of the best, 
richest and most prosperous in the 
Union.
